John Rolf, a prominent citizen of the 
town, was standing near by and had wit- 
nessed the talk between Daniels and Jack- 
son. Throwing up his hands, he advanced 
toward Jackson to remonstrate with him 
‘and td help Daniels.

shot Rolf dead. Then, reloading his re- 
i volver and pulling another from his pocket, 
he defied any one in the town to take him. 

The other Jackson- boys came into the 
town and met their brother immediately, 
after the shooting. For half an hour 
the three mgn paraded the streets, firing 
revolvers and defying the town.

REFORM IN POST OFFICES. 


President Roosevelt Will Bring Them 
Under Civil Service System.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.—Rumors o 
what President Roosevelt will do, now tha 
he has been elected, are rife in Washington. 
That there will be changes in the Cabinet 
and in the Administration is a foregone 
conclusion in the opinion of political wise- 
acres 

One of the predicted changes to come will 
be in the application strictly of civil service 
principles to the Postal System and the 
Post Offices of the country. The election 
of the President in a manner which gives 
him unrestricted right to carry out reforms 
without interference from the politicians 
makes this an easily expected occurrence. 
In this connection it was said to-day that 
appointments of Postmastérs for New York 
and Washington might soon be forthcom- 
ing. 

In New York,a Postmaster will. be ap- 
pointed who. will stand unmistakably for 
better administration and the divorcement 
of politics, from the business of the office. 
Post ; _of the Washington 
Post ear hs ern for which 
he was appointed” @ year, and the 
President has not decided whether to re- 
appoint him or not, But his appointment 
is generally expected. It is known that 
Senator Platt desires the appointment. to 
be made and that-he has asked the Presi- 
dent to maké it.

BERLIN, Nov. 10.—It is announced that 
Emperor William has decided that he will 
hereafter us¢ the pardoning power liberally 
in cases of lése majesté. This is. a radical 
departure from. the previous practice, It 
has heretofore been practically unknown for 
the Emperor to pardon a person convicted 
of this offense. 

It ¢s now said that his Majésty intends 
to pardon almost without exception when 
the offender is shown to belong to the un- 
educated classes -or to be incapable of 
Cffenses ec mmitted during drunkenness or 
while in an excited condition rendering de- 
liberation impossible ‘will also be pardoned.

Victories Claimed by Both Rus- 
sians and Japanese. 


RUSSIAN ATTACKS REPULSED 


Czar’s Troops Driven Back with Heavy 
Loss—Japanese Working to ‘De- 
flect the Sha River. 


LONDON, Friday, Nov. 11—The Dally 
Telegraph's correspondent with Gen. Oku 
cables under date of Nov. 9: 

“Last night the Russians made several 
determined attacks upon Lamuting and Sin- 
chingpu, but were repulsed with heavy 
losses. 

“The artillery laid the villages in ruins.” 

TOKIO, Nov. 10.—Manchurian Headquar- 
ters, reporting yesterday, says: 

“On the night of Nov. 8 two companies of 
the enemy attacked our outposts, but were 
completely repulsed. 

“ All is quiet in other directions.” 

MUKDEN, Nov. 10.—The Japanese to-day 
assumed the offensive on the left bank of 
the Hun River and occupied three villages. 

The Russians, however, attacked, drove 
the Japanese out, and again established 
their original lines of defense. 

Vice Admiral Skrydloff arrived here to- 
day. 


HUAN-SIAN, (Ten Miles South of Muk- 
den.) Nov. 10.—The Japanese are‘ industri- 
ously continuing work under the cover of 
darkness, digging immense ditches into 
which to deflect the water of the Sha River. 

Along the eighty miles constituting the 
front of the Russian Army everything was 
guiet to-day except for occasional skirm- 
ishes and artillery duels on the centre and 
left, where gunners fire occasionally for the 
sake of practice, so as to have the range 
should the Japanese take the offensive. 

Sometimes outposts indulge in fusilades. 
When the Japanese jocularly display a 
white disk, indicating a miss, the Russian 
riflemen reply by raising a shirt on a bayo- 
net. 


~STOESSEL ASKS ARMISTICE ? 


Report in Tokio — Explosion of Mines 
Kills Many Russians. 


TOKIO, Nov. 10.—It is reported that Gen. 
Stoessel, commanding at Port Arthur, has 
asked the Japanese for an armistice, the 
purpose of which is not stated. A confirma- 
tion of the report is unobtainable. 

It is hoped here that Gen. Stoessel will 
capitulate before the city proper is taken. 

The Japanese soldiers are angry and in- 
flamed on account of the alleged abuse of 
their wounded, while the Russians believe 
they will be murdered if captured. Under 
these conditions it will possibly be difficult 
to avoid a massacre when the troops meet 
in the final combat. 

A report from Gen. Nogi’s headquarters 
before Port Arthur, dated Nov. 9, says: 

“The enemy’s military warehouse situ- 
ated in the northern part of Port Arthur, 
Was bombarded Nov. 6 with heavy siege 
and naval guns. The bombariment caused 
a conflagration. 

“On the afternoon of Nov. 6 the maga- 
zine of angold battery on Sung-Shu Moun- 
tain was exploded by our shells.”’ 


CHE-FOO, Nov. 10.—Etse Mountain, ac- 
eording to Chinese, 120 of whom arrived 
here to-day from Port Arthur, is proving a 
costly obstacle to the Japanese. 

On the mornings of Nov. 5 and 6 fierce as- 

saults on the position were made by the 
Japanese, who were repulsed. 
-» While the second assault was being made 
a shell soaring over the other hills from 
Pali-Chuang dropped on Etse Mountain, 
demolished a land mine and the mine con- 
trolling station, and exploded other mines. 

The Russians were holding the trenches 
on the boundary of the mined section. Be- 
tween 600 and 700 were killed or wounded. 
The Japanese, not having reached the 
place, were unhurt. 

Etse Mountain owes the best part of its 
strength to the peculiar topography of the 
surrounding country, which prevents direct 
artillery fire, and does not enable the Japa- 
nese to advance trenches with the success 
evident elsewhere. 

The Japanese advanced on Etse Mountain 
in both instances from behind distant hills, 
with the fullest force the ground would al- 
low, but in the long distances which they 
were compelled to traverse in the face of 
machine ¢uas their ranks were melted. Both 
trmes the Japanese broke the wire entan- 
glements in places. One soldier with a leg 
torn off was seen trying to bite the wires. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 10.~—~The War 
Office has no late advices from Port Ar- 
thur, and nothing is known here of the re- 
port that Gen. Stoessel has asked for an 
armistice, but if so it is considered that 
it must have been to bury the dead, and 
not with a view to capitulation. 

The suggestion made in Tokio that the 
Russians are maltreating the wounded is 
deeply resented in military circles here, 
where it is considered that the idea may 
be put out as an excuse for the likelihood 
of a repetition of the massacre which fol- 
lowed the taking of Port Arthur in the 
Chinese-Japanese war. 


RUSSIANS CHEER ALEXIEFF. 


Viceroy of the Far East Arrives in St. 
Petersburg from Mukden. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 10.—Admiral 
Alexieff, Viceroy of the Far Hast, arrived 
in St. Petersburg this evening. In antici- 
pation of his arrival tne Nevsky Prospect 
was crowded with sightseers, but access 
to the railway platform was restricted to 
officials and newspaper correspondents. 

When Admiral Alexieff emerged from the 
special train which had brought him from 
Mukden he was immediately surrounded 
by his old comrades. 

Amid cheers and handshaking the Vice- 
roy stepped into an imperial carriage and 
drove off to the Winter Palace, where 
apartments had been prepared for him, but 
as Emperor Nicholas was not in St. Peters- 
burg Alexieff did not stop at the palace, 
going instead to a hotel. 


MOB PILLAGES RUSSIAN TOWN. 


Governor of Vitebsk Dismissed for Fail- 
ure to Preserve Order. 


VITEBSK, Russia, Nov. 10.—During riot- 
ing by Reservists here to-day the men at 
one time got the better of the police and 
Cessacks, and until reinforcements arrived 
h®id high carnival] in the city, pillaging 
shops, especially where liquor was sold, and 
even robbing pedestrians in the streets of 
their valuables.

In the meantime the Kaiser has com- 
manded Count von Moltke and Gen. von 
der Goltz to proceed to Suwalki, Rus- 
sian Poland, near the Prussian frontier, 
to convey his Majesty’s greetings to the 
Czar on the occasion of the imperial in- 
spection of Russian troops. 


RAILWAY IN KOREA COMPLETED. 


Japanese Have Bullt the Line to Seoul 
with Extraordinary Speed. 


TOKIO, Nov. 10.—It is officially an- 
nounced that the Séul—Fu-San Railroad 
was completed to-day. Traffic will begin on 
Dec. 1. The time between Tokio and Séul 
will then be fifty hours. 


When the Japanese, after their occupa- 
tion of Korea, announced their intention of 
conapiating: the railway from Fu-San, on the 
south coast, to Séul, the capital, by the be- 
ginning of November, the accomplishment 
of this undertaking was generally regarded 
as impossible. However, they pushed the 
work with extraordina energy, and the 
rapidity with which the line was construct- 
ed caused astonishment on the rt of all 
foreign observers. The line is solidly built, 
and is no mere military railway. 

The line from Séul to Wi-Ju is also being 
constructed rapidly, and communication has 
already been established with a point far 
north of the capital. 

From Fu-San to Séul in a straight line 
the distance is about 200 miles. 


A GOOD BARGAIN FOR FRANCE. 


Foreign Minister Deicasse Argues In Fa- 
vor of Treaty with England. 


PARIS, Nov. 10.—The Chamber of Depu- 
ties te-day resumed the debate on the An- 
glo-French treaty. 

Foreign Minister Delcassé, discussing the 
various clauses of the treaty, pointed out 
that the advantages to be received in each 
case fully equalled the concessions made, 
Even the Newfoundland clauses, which had 
been the subject of criticism, improved the 
position of French fishermen, while sacri- 
ficing merely semi-obsolete and impractica- 
ble rights. 

In regard to Egypt, M. Delcassé sald it 
was impossible to deny that the arrange- 
ment would be beneficial both to that coun- 
try and to its bondholders while France re- 
tained all her moral and material interests. 

Turning to the Moorish question, M. Del- 
cassé said the base of France’s colonial em- 
pire was in the Mediterranean. Morocco 
under French influence meant Algeria 
strengthened; under foreign influence it 
meant Algeria continually threatened. The 
problem was how to establish French influ- 
ence—in other words strengthen France's 
power in the Mediterranean—without of- 
fending the powers. 

‘* We have silently pursued the realization 
of this aim,’”’ M. Delcassé said, “‘and have 
wasted no time or efforts, We are now 
united with Italy in firm friendship. We 
have made*with Spain an arrangement dic- 
tated by respect for’ international equity 
and desire for the peaceful poqpeesties of 
Morocco. This arrangement is based on the 
integrity of Morocco and the suzerainty of 
the Sultan. 

‘““What we concede is valuable only to 
England; what England concedes is valua- 
ble only to us. The world is now convinced 
that French policy seeks France’s advan- 
tage only through harmony, which is bene- 
ficial to all.” 

The debate was adjourned until Saturday.

ANDRE’S ASSAILANT ARRESTED. 


Syveton Taken Into Custody Just as He 
Was About to Fight a Duel. 


PARIS, Nov. 10.—The police to-day ar- 
rested Gabriel Syveton (the Nationalist 
Deputy who struck War Minister André in 
the face on Nov. 4 in the Chamber) as he 
was about to take up his position for a 
duel with Capt. Cail, who is an intimate 
friend of Gen. André, and who, it is sup- 
posed, was representing him. 

The arrangements were for the use of 
pistols and two shots each. 

M. Syveton’s arrest begins his criminal 
prosecution for assaulting Gen. André. 


WANT OPIUM TRAFFIC STOPPED. 


Delegates Ask America to Intervene on 
Behalf of China. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.—Secretary of 

State Hay to-day geve a hearing to a dele- 
gation who filed with him a long state- 
ment purporting to describe the condition 
ef the opium trade in China, charges being 
made against Great Britain. 
The papers were recoived by the Secre- 
tary, who promised to lay them before the 
President. The delegates desired that 
China be released from what they termed 
her “enforced opium traffic,”” for which, 
they asserted, Great Britain was responsi- 
e. 


King Edward Honors Kruger’s Memory. 
PRETORIA, Nov. 10.—The Dutch news- 
paper Londenvolk announces that King Ed- 
ward, through the local authorities, has 
expressed a desire that royal salutes be 
fired on the arrival of Mr. Kruger’s body 
at Cape Town and Pretoria, and that min- 
vte guns be fired during the procession to 
the grave. 


BRIDE A SUICIDE. 


Husband Found in Dying Condition Be. 
side Young Wife’s Body. 


James W. Green, a Williamsburg bar- 
keeper, was found in a dying condition in 
his apartment at 201 Freeman Street, Will- 
ilamsburg, at noon yesterday, beside the 
dead body of his young bride, The woman 
was shot through the heart and the man 
through the head. 

Green was taken to St. Catharine’s Hos- 
pital, where it was said last night there 
was little hope of his recovery. He made 
the following statement of the shooting to

“When I got home last night from the

ABOUT THE SIMPLE LIFE 


Begin It with the Children, He 
Advises. 


BUT KEEP THE YOUNG QUIET 


They'll Have Chance and Right to Talk 
When Grown, He Saye—Simplicity 
and Skyscrapers. 


Before an audience numbering almost 
2,000 people, the majority of whom had read 
his latest book, the Rev. Charles Wagner, 
author of “‘ The Simple Life,’ delivered his 
first address in this city last night at Car- 
negie Hall, under the auspices of the Arm- 
strong Association. The subject of his ad- 
dress was the same as that of his book, 
and during the course of his lecture Pastor 
Wagner told how his ideas of simplicity 
were inspired and how his books were born. 

Those who went to Carnegie Hall expect- 
ing to hear an oration were disappoined. 
The author of the book is a plain, unas- 
suming man who likes to describe himself 
as nothing but an ordinary fisherman. He 
explains that his command of the English 
language is far from perfect, and in refer- 
ring to his French accent he sald last 
night: “While I am an old Frenchman, 
I am a very young Englishman.” 

Pastor Wagner declared that in the rush 
and jump of the present day, new ideas 
were frequently crushed before they can 
have a chance to assert themselves. “ Hu- 
manity,” he went on, “is like a shadowy 
forest with old broken trees and branches. 
We don’t give the children time to be 
young. We have too much ambition and too 
much to do. The very first rule of simple 
life is, Let the children be children.” 

“When I grew to manhood I made up ‘ny 
mind that I would preach the same doc- 
trine that was taught by my grandmother 
in her old linen cap. In Alsace during the 
war between Germany and France I found 
myselt betwixt the anvil and the hammer. 
it was a very interesting situation, but it 
was not comfortable. I loved the Germans 
and i loved also the French. But I didn’t 
dare to speak at that time because of my 
pusition. And here I want to advise the 
young to keep silent, not to say too much, 
for there will come a time when they will 
not oniy be privileged to talk, but it will 
be their duty to do so. As for myself, I 


have decided to stay a boy until I am a 
very old man.” , 

In telling how he came to write “ The 
Simple Life,” he said: 

“It was all a mere accident. One day I 
spoke at a wedding where there were only 
six pergens present, My talk was on sim- 
plicity in the household, in the inner life of 
the home, and I said ‘that, first of all there 
should be mutual love and that we should 
put behind everything that tends to prevent 
us from loving each other. Shortly after- 
ward, to my profound astonishment, I was 
asked to repeat the same talk at a wedding 
where there were 2,000 people, and two days 
after. the latter address I received a letter 
from a publisher. You know there is al- 
ways a publisher in every meeting of im- 
portanet, listening to hear what can be put 

print.” : 

Pastor Wagner said he realized that the 
opportunit o place his ideas before the 
whole world had come at last, and that he 
started on a run for the publisher’s office. 
On the way there he said he = down 
on the back of the letter the various 
branches of the topic on which he would 
write, as he had the whole book in his head 
without knowing it. 

“TI always spend my holidays fishing,” 
he added, “and I was fishing on the y 
when a letter was brought to me from an 
American publisher informing me that my 
book had fallen into the hands of President 
Roosevelt. The President having written 
more or less on the strenuous life thought 
my work on the simple life was nice, and 
he indorsed it. 

“Now you are all anxious to know if in 
this city of skyscrapers, where people are 
living perhaps on the twenty-fourth floor, 
it is ble to live a simple life. I say 
yes. Simplicity {s not the mother of the 
first floor, or the second. or the fortieth. 
A man who has a simple heart can live 
simply anywhere. Simplicity is in the heart 
—not in the clothing or the shoes. You 
must not think that because you suffer 
you cannot be simple. All the simplicity of 
the world began in suffering. 

“But the more I look at your National 
history the more clearly I understand that 
at the bottom of American demoracy, at 
the bottom of r National life and char- 
acter, there is a grand simplicity.” 


FALLING BANNER’S FREAK. 


Supporting Wire Fell Across Trolley 
Wire—Passing Horses Shocked.

INSURANCE FRAUD IN LODGES. 


Healthy Persons Substituted for the Ail- 
Ing—Three Persons Held, 


According to a statement of Assistant 
District Attorney Kresel yesterday {In the 
Tombs Court, he has received many com- 
plaints of attempts to defraud benevolent 
organizations by the substitution of dif- 
ferent persons for those originally insured, 
and the claiming of the insurance on the 
death of the substituted persons. 

Mr. Kresel appeared in court against 
three persons who, he alleged, had at- 
tempted to defraud Lodge No. 2 of the In- 
dependent Sons of Judah by this scheme.

It alleged that in December, 1901, 
Mesinter applied to the lodge for insurance 
on his wife, who was then an inmate of the 
Manhattan State Hospital for the Insane, 
representing his sister-in-law to be his wife. 
On July 6 last, when Mrs. Mesinter died, the 
husband went to the lodge, it was alleged, 
and demanded the $500 insurance.

Mr. Spencer was instructed to proceed as

NEW JERSEY LAUNCHED 


Gov. Murphy’s Daughter Names 
Huge Fighter as She Dips. 


ONE OF MIGHTIEST CLASS 


Will Have a Speed of 19 Knots, a Length 
of 435 Feet, and Will Be a 
Home for 812 Men. 


QUINCY, Mass., Nov. 10.—The battleship 
New Jersey of the seagoing class, built for 
the United States Government by the Fore 
River Shipbuilding Company, was success- 
fully launched at 12:14 to-day. There was 
a large number of guests present, includ- 
ing Gov. Franklin Murphy of New Jersey, 
Gov. John L. Bates of Massachusetts, and 
ex-Secretary of the Navy John D. Long of 
Hingham. « The battleship was christened 
by Mrs. William D. Kinney, daughter of 
Gov. Murphy. 

The invited guests came from Boston by 
a special train, which was run into the 
shipbuilding company’s yards on a spur 
track. Besides .he New Jersey party, Rear 
Admiral Harris of Washington, Rear Ad- 


miral George F. Wilde, Commandant of the 
Charlestown Navy Yard; Commander Bout- 
akoff, Naval Attaché of the Russian Em- 
bassy at Washington, and Congressmen 
MeNary, Powers, and Tirrell of Massachu- 
setts were on the train.

ADOPTING OUR METHODS 


Another Form of the American In- 
dustrial Invasion. 


OUR EXPERTS ARE IN DEMAND 


Consul! Halstead Writes of the Adoption 
by English Factories of American 
Systems of Manufacture. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Nov, 10,—Some striking 
statements regarding the ‘' Americaniza- 
tion of British manufactures’ are made in 
the most recent report to the State Depart- 
ment by Marshal Halstead, United States 
Consul at Birmingham, England. Mr, Hal- 
stead is evidently of the opinion that the 
American industri invasion of England 
and the Continent n.ay have more than one 
form, and that one not commonly discussed 
before is the rebuilding of British industries 
on American systems. Mr. Halstead says: 

“If a census could be taken of the Amer- 
icans and the Anglo-Americans (British 
born with American experience, many of 
them American citizens) who are engaged 
in some capacity or other in British in- 
dustry—operating single machines, looking 
after groups of machines, superintending 
departments of factories, managing manu- 
factories and other great industrial works, 
doing contract work, great or small, &0.— 
it would be a formidable presentation of 
American influence in British manufact- 
ures. 

“If this were coupled with a census of 
the great number of young Englishmen, 
many of them graduates of the scientific 
classes of British universities and British 
technical schools, and many the sons of 


manufacturers, merchants, or professional | 


men who are at work in American factories; 
of the hundreds—I think it would be right 
to say thousands—of British manufacturers 
and engineers who have visited American 
factories in the last year, and if the great 
number of factories they visited could be 
given, it would indicate to the people of 
the United States what the Americaniza- 
tion of British factories means to those 
of us who are away from home, who are 
in a position to know something of what is 
being done, and who have no criticism to 
make except that there is in the movement 
very little which ts ‘ nationally reciprocal.’ 

“There are in Great Britain a number of 
factories which were initfally American, 
particularly in electrical lines, with Amer- 
lican and British capital, selling their 
| products in Great Britain and the world 
| at large, most of them still managed by 

Americans or Anglo-Americans, and each 
 somebaiae having a number of American 
employees, There are also in Great Britain 
American firms, or branches of American 
firms, executing contracts of various kinds 
for many parts of the world, some of which, 
when the big boom in the United States 
made prices high and the execution of 
orders in the necessary time impossible, 
placed their orders here in Great Britain, 

“There are other Americans selling here 
who have found it better to have the goods 
made here, to offset as far as possible the 
patriotic preference for goods of British 
manufacture, which preference is certainly 
a factor which the foreign seller of goods 
in this greatest of manufacturing export 
countries must calculate upon. 

*‘In a report of somewhat recent date I 
told of four American lap welders in a tube 
factory near Birmingham, and of four 
American butt welders, night and day 
shifts of two each, at another tube works 
near Birmingham. I have since heard that 
the junior night and day men of the lap- 
welding crew have moved to Scotland un- 
der contract to take charge of a lap-weld- 
ing plant on the American plan in a Scotch 
tube works. They made satisfactory terms 
at advanced wages, and were, when I re- 
ceived my information, endeavoring to get 
lap welders from the Pittsburg district to 
assist them.

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NOT PARTY’S.--HERRICK 


| Take Off My Hat to Him, Says 
Defeated Candidate. 


BIDS THE DEMOCRATS FIGHT 


\ 


No Time for Them to Weep and Moan 
—Writes Thanks to McCarren 
and Murphy. 


ALBANY, Nov. 10.—Judge D Cady Her- 
rick, the defeated candidate of the Demo- 
cratic Party for Governor, will leave to- 
morrow for an extended visit to Havana, 
His friends say that his health was poor 
when he'accepted the nomination, and that 
while he stood the vigorous work of the 
campaign well, he is now in need of rest 
and recuperation. 

Upon his return he will resume_ the 
practice of the laW which was interrupted 
by his election to the Supreme Court bench 
twelve years ago. He and his son, Charles 
Herrick, have taken offices together. 

One of Judge Herrick’s last acts to-day, 
preparatory to leaving, was to send letters 
to Senator McCarren of Brooklyn and 
Charles F. Murphy, leader of Tammany 
Hall, and State Committeeman Patrick E. 
McCabe, the local Democratic leader, 
thanking them for their support and ex- 
pressing confidence in their’ loyalty and 
that of the party generally. In discussing 
the result of the election in State and 
Nation to-day, Judge Herrick said: 

“Tt was not to be expected that New 
York and Kiags Counties would not share 
in the sentiment that seems to have pre- 
vailed over the country. So far as I can 
discover from the returns the Democratic 
organizations of New York and Brooklyn 
are not subject to any criticism. 

“Perhaps the Republican Party would 
have won this election in any event. But 
the magnitude of their victory is due to 
the personality of President Roosevelt, 
and it is his victory, and not that of the 
party. Ever since he entered public life 
as a member of Assembly soon after his 
graduation from college he has had a pic- 
turesque career and his. personality has 
been an exceedingly attractive one to the 
people. According to my recoltection, I 
said practically this in a speech at Elmira. 

“More than a year ago I said that I 
thought him the most skillful politician 


that had occupied the White House in my 
time. Recent events have strengthened my 
opinion in that respect. I take off my 
hat to him. 

“This is no time for Democrats to 
weep and moan. Those who are Democrats 
on principle will continue the fight. Any 
One can fight when he is a winner. Let the 
Democratic Party show that it can keep 
it up when beaten and eventually turn de- 


feat into victory. 

“To Democrats I say: Keep up. the 
organizations. We have got to strengthen 
them as much as possible, make them or- 
ganizations to win voves, not simply to 
elect delegates. Do not let us again wait 
to create an organization until after the 
tickets have been nominated. The esseh- 
tial principles of the Democratic Party are 
correct. et us raise no false issues, but 
fight for principle and any new important 
issues that come up.”’

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A PLEA FOR PEACE. 

Lord LANSDOWNP’s speech at the Lord 
Mayor's banquet would have been re- 
markable for any responsible states- 
man of any nationality. It was thrice 
and four times remarkable as the utter- 
@nce of a British Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, trained by a long and potent 
tradition to the extreme of discretion 
fand reticence. There is no human being 
to whom the reproach of meddling with- 
out warrant or call in the affairs of oth- 
er people could be more inapplicable 
than to the British Foreign Secretary, 
and Lord LaNsDOWNE, by all his train- 
ing and experience, is as fully com- 
mitted to this tradition as any of his 
predecessors. And yet he took pains, 
upon an occasion which for generations 
has been regarded as the right occasion 
for the Foreign Secretary to open his 
mind upon the foreign policy of his coun- 
try, to make a plea for peace between 
Russia and Japan. All his common- 
places, if we may call them so without 
¢ffense, upon the advantages of arbitra- 
tion as a means of settling international 
disputes, were so put and so “ under- 
lined” as to make it clear to every 
hearer and to every reader that, in the 
opinion of the speaker, which of course 
meant the opinion of the British Gov- 
ernment, the time had come for human- 
ity and civilization, in the name of hu- 
manity and civilization, loudly to pro- 
test against the continuance of the man- 
slaying in the Far East, and even to 
protest with the intention of making 
their protest effective, if necessary, by 
intervention to stop that useless and 
hopeless slaughter. The incident of the 
cannonading of British fishermen in the 
North Sea was to Lord LANSDOWNE, as 
it is to most onlookers upon this con- 
test, of a merely illustrative and typical 
value. That is the kind of incident, the 
kind of injury to innocent third parties, 
which has often occurred before in the 
course of this war, and which may be 
expected to recur so long as the war is 
allowed to continue as a threat to all in- 
nocent third parties going peaceably 
about the world on their lawful occa- 
sions, and as a threat taking on the pro- 
portions of a world-wide nuisance. 

It has occurred to many men, of many 
nationalities, that when Port Arthur fell 
the time would be ripe for an effective 
protest to Russia against the contin- 
uance of a war “that could have no 
triumphs.” Lord LANSDOWNE has 
thought that it was not necessary to 
await the actual fall. And who can 
blame him? The fall has been for 
months certain and for weeks imminent. 
The heroic garrison is fighting on with- 
out hope and in obedience to orders from 
St. Petersburg. It is attempting to de- 
fend an indefensible place, a procedure 
which in mediaeval and even in modern 
times has been construed to be an of- 
fense against the laws of war, justly 
punishable by putting to the sword the 
garrison which had needlessly protract- 
ed the siege and caused useless deaths 
of besiegers. That is actually the posi- 
tion of Gen. StorsseL and his garrison 
et Port Arthur. It has been fighting 
without hope, and it follows that every 
man killed for these many weeks, since 
the hopelessness became evident, on the 
side of the besiegers or on the side of 
the besieged, has been murdered. It is 
and it has been a useless effusion of 
blood that has been going on. Bearing 
in mind the fate, the ominous fate, of 
the Chinese garrison of the same place 
ten years ago, it is not wonderful that 
the Russian commander should appre- 
hend a massacre of his garrison as the 
penalty of his hopeless obstinacy) and 
should have asked, as he is reported to 
have asked, for an armistice which can 
have no other object. than to arrange 
terms of capitulation and end the use- 
less and appalling bloodshed. There is 
one man, and one man only, who can 
end this useless and hopeless slaughter 
of brave men. That man is the Czar of 
* Russia. .When he says the word, the 
slaughter will cease. So long as he re- 
fuses to say the word, it is he who wili 
remain personally responsible before the 
world for every life that is lost, on the 
side of the assailants or of the defenders. 
Every one will be a sacrifice to his 
wicked pride and obstinacy. 

And as with the siege of Port Arthur, 
B80 with the war which is already fought 
out to a Japanese victory. Port Arthur 
is the last relic of Russian occupation 
left in the debatable part of Manchuria, 
When that is taken, all for which the 
Japanese have been fighting, the whole 
“subject matter of the controversy,” 
will be in their possession. Korea is se- 
¢turely theirs, the whole of maritime 
Manchuria and so much of its “ hinter- 
land” as has been in question, as far 
forth as the ancient capital of the Man- 
chus. Peace to-day on the basis of the 
“uti possidetis,” ‘‘as you are,”’ would 
leave Japan a clear victor, more than a 
Clear victof as concerfis the terhis of 

cace for which she went to war, for she 

anded only equal rights and privi- 
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insisting on the recognition of Korea as 
within her own “sphere of influence.” 
She has got more than she required. 
Why should not Russia accept the fate 
of the arbitrament of arms which she 
chose and invited? Is it because of that 
comic and pathetic Baltic Squadron, 
making its slow and turbulent way 
around the world, an object of terror 
only to itself and to the innocent and 
peaceable voyagers whom it may en- 
counter? Is it the next army that will 
come from Russia to reinforce that of 
KvurRopaTKIN and to drive back the Jap- 
anese invaders who have driven the 
first Russian army back to its citadel? 
Or the next after that, or the next after 
that? When Russia dealt with Japan, 
quite in the spirit with which Mr. CHaM- 
BERLAIN dealt with the little Boer re- 
publics, she counted on the forces which 
were already at her disposal in the Far 
East. Those forces have disappeared, 
annihilated on the sea, driven back be- 
yond the theatre of controversy on Jand.. 
Why should she not accept the decision? 
Why should she not be made to accept 
it, instead of continuing, out of pride 
and obstinacy, a struggle which not only 
“staggers”? but debauches “ humanity ” 
and sets in a ghastly and lurid light the 
pretensions of that ‘ Christian civiliza- 
tion” of which Russia proclaims herself 
the champion? 

That. is the question which Lord 
LANSDOWNE’S speech so pertinently puts, 
and which will and should continue to 
be put by all the organs of civilization 
and humanity in: the world, with in- 
creasing emphasis, until it receives a fa- 
vorable answer. 


“NO MIDDLE GROUND.” 

Before twenty-four hours had elapsed 
after the Democratic defeat of Tuesday 
Mr. BRYAN was ready with a plan for 
the reorganization of the party. It is, 
in substance, that the principles of the 
Chicago and Kansas City platforms 
must be reaffirmed and made vital, that 
conservative Democrats must be sent to 
the rear, radical Democrats must come 
to the fore, and that Mr. Bryan himself 
must be the leader. The terrible defeat 
at the polls, in Mr. Brran’s judgment, 
“was due to the fact that the Demo- 
cratic Party attempted to be conserva- 
tive in the presence of conditions which 
demanded radical remedies.” The con- 
servative Democrats must now make 
their choice between going into the Re- 
publican Party, or joining the Demo- 
erats of the West and South in making 
the Democracy “a positive, aggressive, 
and progressive reform organization. 
There is no middle ground.” He insists 
tha: “the party must maintain its po- 
sition in favor of bimetallism.” He in- 
sists also upon the income tax, upon 
anti-imperialism, upon “ death to every 
private monopoly,” upon the bridling of 
the courts to prevent “ government by 
injunction,” upon State ownership of 
railways, and the election of Federal 
Judges for fixed terms. From certain 
expressions in Mr. BrYan’s statement it 
is plain that he wishes the Democracy 
to consider his commitment to all or 
any of these principles not irrevocable. 
The one point upon which his mind is evi- 
dently subject to no change is that he 
must be the reorganizer of the party. 

We have not to go back very far in 
the history of our politics to find a close 
and exceedingly instructive parallel to 
the present situation. Soon after the 
election of Mr. LiNcotn in 1860 certain 
States of this Union seceded and there 
was a war. During-that war in the year 
1864 there was held a Presidential elec- 
tion, in which the eleven States in re- 
bellion did not vote. The Republicans 
had 214 Electoral votes to 21 for the 
Democrats. There was another Presi- 
dential election in 1868—three years after 
peace was established—but while the 
war and its memories continued to be 
the dominant influence in our politics. In 
that year the Republicans secured 214 
Electoral votes to 80 for the Democrats. 
In the Presidential election of 1872 the 
Republicans won 286 Bilectoral votes; 
owing to the death of Horace GREELEY, 
the Democratic candidate, the Electors 
chosen by that party scattered their 
votes, but for the Democratic Vice Presi- 
dential candidate forty-seven votes were 
cast. After the Presidential election of 
1872 the Democratic Party was in very 
much the situation in which it now finds 
itself. It had had three terrible defeats, 
closely corresponding to 1896, 1900, and 
1904, The leading Democratic editor of 
the West applied to it an unpleasant 
epithet, indicating that it was dead and 
ought to be buried. The party seemed 
to be without a future, without hope. 

If in that solemn hour Mr, JEFFERSON 
Davis,. Mr. ALEXANDER H. STEPHENS, 
Mr. ROBERT ToomBs, and Mr. Joun B. 
Fioyp had announced @hat. the. Demo- 
cratic Party had been thus brought nigh 
unto death through the pusillanimous 
course of the war Democrats of the North; 
that the Northern Democrats had had 
their try at a Presidential election, and 
must now give way to the Democrats 
of the South who held bolder views con- 
cerning State rights and secession; that 
there was ‘“‘no middle ground”; that 
the political doctrines of the Confederacy 
must be adopted as the Democratic plat- 
form, and that they, Davis, SterpHens, 
ToomBs, and Fioyp, had resolved to take 
hold of the party and reorganize it, 
would not the situation thén have been 
in all essentials a counterpart of the 
situation now? 

The prime cause of Democratic debili- 
tation and disorganization in the year 
1872, when after vainly casting about 
for a candidate of its own the party had 
to take up with a candidate of the Lib- 
eral Republicans, was the fact that the 
greater part of the Democracy had been 
engaged in the secession and in making 
war upon the Union. The prime cause 
of Democratic debilitation in this year 
is the fact that in the two 
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and for its platforms a collection of 
doctrines altogether alien to the Demo- 
cratic faith, and, notably, the doctrine 
of free, independent, unlimited coin- 
age of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1. 
Would a proposed reorganization of the 
party by Mr. Davts, Mr. St=pxens, Mr. 
Toombs, and Mr. Fiorp in 1872 have been 
in any measurable degree more au- 
dacious and cheeky than the plan of re- 
organization under his leadership which 
Mr. BRYAN now puts forth? When the

THE SCHOOL FIRE DRILL. 
| Within a few days we have had two 
instructive examples of the value of dis- 
cipline in schools in the safeguarding of 
life and the complete avoidance of the 
distressing scenes and incidents in- 
separable from panic, even when no 
other immediate danger exists. On 
Wednesday a fire occurred in Public 
School No. 17, in West Forty-seventh 
Street. Word Was taken to the Principal, 
who sounded the signal which is undef- 
stood to mean that all in the building 
are to forthwith prepare to march out 
Without waiting for hats or coats. There 
seems to have been very little excite- 
ment and nothing approaching a panic. 
The teachers held the pupils well in 
hand, and the entire body of 2,500 
marched out in an orderly manner, with- 
out accident or confusion. When the 
firemen reached the building it was emp- 
ty. This result is highly creditable to 
the Principal and the teachers. No rules 
adopted by the Board of Education are 
effective in averting panic and handling 
a multitude of excitable children unless 
the teachers immediately in charge are 
themselves safe and sane. 

On Monday, at Castleton, Staten Isl- 
and, fire broke out in the Nursery and 
Child’s Hospital at that place, One hun- 
dred and fifty children were at dinner. 
The danger was imminent and great, 
but the head nurse and her assistants 
were equal to the occasion. All the chil- 
dren were safely marched out, and no 
lives were lost, nor was any one in- 
jured, The estimgble nurses headed the 
marching columns and led their charges 
to safety. 

When we contrast such incidents as 
these with the dreadful catastrophe in 
the Greenwich Avenue school, which 
many of our older readers yet recall 
with a shudder, it will be appreciated 
that one of the most important features 
in our modern educational system is the 
moral control which the competent 
teacher holds over the little ones in- 
trusted to his or her care—a power 
which implies and is dependent upon 
self-control. Where children are as- 
sembled the potentialities of a panic 
always exist. That even in moments of 
extreme danger the faithful and compe- 
tent teacher can avert such a disaster 
is proof that the new standards are bet- 
ter than the old. 

EUROPEAN CONGRATULATIONS. 

It is perfectly plain that President 
ROOSEVELT’s personal triumph is satis- 
factory to his countrymen, or it would 
not be a trtumph. The remarkable ma- 
jority of his fellow-citizens who voted 
for him will be gratified to perceive that 
it is equally well received abroad. No 
discordant note jars upon the chorus 
of congratulation, from that incidentally 
delivered by Lord LANSDOWNE at the 
Lord Mayor's feast to those more formal 
and explicit felicitations conveyed by 
cable from the Pope of ‘Rome and the 
German Emperor, sometimes known as 
the Protestant Pope of Continental Bu- 
rope. 

In no previous Presidential election 
would it have been possible for a suc- 
cessful Republican candidate to obtain 
the congratulations of the Holy See. But 
the plain fact is that for the first time 
in our history we have had, by reason 
of our succeeding to “the Most Cath- 
olic ’ Government of Spain in the Philip- 
pines, Some business to do directly with 
the Holy Sée, under the Administration 
of Mr. RoosEVELT and his Republican 
predecessor. And Americans, without 
distinction of party, may very well con- 
gratulate themselves, as well as the 
President, upon the congratulations of 
the Supreme Pontiff, as showing that the 
spirit in which that business was trans- 
acted on our part, and the final up- 
shot of it, were satisfactory to the Vati- 
can, without going into speculation about 
any possible new alignment of the 
Church of Rome with reference to Amer- 
ican politics. 

As for the Kaiser’s telegram, it should 
be acclaimed with cordiality as at least 
giving the lie to the ancient adage which 
sets forth that two of a trade can never 
agree. The coincidence of temperament 
and “trade’’ between the Kaiser and 
the President has been a commonplace of 
political comment not only since, biit 
considerably before, Mr. RoosEVELT was, 
much against his will, “kicked up 
stairs’’ from the Governorship of New 
York to the Vice Presidency of the 
United States. Yet nothing could be 
more characteristic or more cordial than 
the felicitations of the German to the 
American Professor of Things in Gen- 
eral, One might quarrel with the 
Kaiser’s Latinity, with its wandering 
pronominal adjective, and its casually in- 
serted conjunction, if tnere were not rea- 
son to believe that it was mixed up in 
the course of transmission. There is 
no reason to believe that Kaiser Wi.- 
HELM der Plitzlich is not of the opinion 
of that Kaiser of the Holy Roman Em- 
pire who held that since he was “ King 
of the Romans” he was “above gram- 
mar,” and we may be quite sure that 
his dispatch, which one er two American 
editors have striven conjecturaliy to 
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veys. The ultimate moral of these un- 
Precedented felicitations from Kings 
and potentates is that STANLEY Mat- 
THEWs's famous inquiry, “What have 
we to do with abroad?” is out of date. 
For good or evil, we have an increas- 
ing deal to do with “abroad,” and 
“abroad” is becoming increasingly 
aware of that fact. 
———— 

THE CHICAGO DRAINAGE CANAL. 

‘The most interesting, and perhaps most 
authoritative, contribution to the volu- 
minous literature of the Chicago Drain- 
age Canal comes in a report of the Illi- 
nols State Board of Health, embodying 
the results of sanitary investigations of 
the Illinois, Mississippi, and Missouri 
Rivers with relation to thé effect of the 
sewage of Chicago on the condition of 
the water supplies of the towns between 
that city and St. Louis. The first part 
deals with the effect of the work upon 
the public heaith of Chicago, which is ob- 
viously beneficial in a high degree. The 
improvement in Lake Michigan near the 
city is very marked, and it is believed 
that the chance of sewage contamination 
reaching the intake of the Chicago water 
supply is too remote to invite considera- 
tion, 

As to the effect of pouring this flood of 
dirty water west into streams tributary 
to the Mississippi, the evidence is less 
convincing. Chemical analyses and bac- 
teriological cultures would seem to show 
that the Illinois River, with 250,000 cubic 
feet of water from the canal discharging 
into it, is much better than it was before, 
except possibly for short stretches just 
below Peoria and Pekin. This may be 
true, but communities drawing their sup- 
Plies from rivers to which this addition 
is made will find it difficult to divest 
themselves of the impression that they 
would rather not. drink Chicago sewage 
even when diluted with copious additions 
of Lake Michigan water. 

The lesson of the Chicago drainage 
problem and its solution is to emphasize 
the evils of dependence upon the water 
carriage system for the disposal of the 
organic waste of a city, That, of course, 
is the present method; but it is easy to 
calculate statistically the time when the 
growth of population will necessitate the 
protection of streams and rivers, and 
when we shall be wiser than to use a 
deluge of water to carry to some place 
where it becomes a source of danger the 
relatively smal] quantity of organic ref- 
use rich in fertilizing elements which 
represents so great an annual waste of 
wealth, Once diluted to the extent we 
find it in the run of sewage, its recovery 
costs more than it is worth. To keep it 
undiluted by some system of dry con- 
servancy Will be the method of a higher 
civilization than we have yet attained. 
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CANES AND UMBRELLAS. 

It is a matter of general observation 
that comparatively few of those who 
carry canes or umbrellas for use or 
ornament have any proper idea of how 
to do it so as to ayoid being public 
nuisances and endangering the comfort, 
and even the lives, of their fellow-citizens. 
For example, it is not unusual to see 
a man or woman mounting the stairs of 
the elevated railroad or descending those 
of the Subway with an umbrella under 
one arm and both hands so occupied 
that it assumes whatever angle will make 
it most dangerous to those in front or 
behind. Not less frequently may one 
see @ person who should know better 
stop at a news stand or a letter box, 
dispose his umbrella so that it becomes 
a boom across the sidewalk, and remain 


in this position perfectly oblivious to 


the fact that he is obstructing traffic 
until some irate pedestrian strikes it 
into an approximation of the vertical. 
‘When this happens the person who 
invites it commonly loses his temper, 
forgetting the amount of self-restraint 
exercised by the person who did not lift 
him into the street on the toe of his 
boot. It must be admitted that this 
community is wonderfully patient with 
those who put their neighbors’ eyes in 
jeopardy in this inconsiderate fashion. 
Perhaps it will not always be so, but 
in view of the number of women who 
ate persistent offenders in this respect, 
and who cannot be rudely remonstrated 
with or disciplined, it looks as if reform 
were hopeless. A normal woman will 
walk or plunge the length of a crowded 
vehicle, and try to get on or off its con- 
gested platform with an umbrella tucked 
under her arm ahd both hands full of 
bundles. If habit in this matter cannot 
be corrected it may become necessary to 
class cahes and umbrellas as dangerous 
weapons and redfire permits to carry 
them, which vill be issued only to those 
who give evidence of knowing how to use 
them properly. 

For use in a city, every cane or um- 
brella sold should have a hook handle, 80 
that it may be hung on the forearm 
when for any reason the owner's hands 
are occupied and he cannot keep its fer- 
rule oh the floor or sidewalk. If an- 
other shape of handle is preferred for 
the umbrella, in no case should it be 
without the loop by means of which it 
may be suspended from the wrist or 
from one finger. To carry it under the 
arm in streets or public places is an 
impropriety gross enough to warrant the 
interference of the police for the protec- 
tion of the eyes and ribs of innocent 
victims.

——President MELLEN of the New Haven 
Railway Will now ehjoy among the West- 
chester commuters a 16t of valuable popu- 
larity attained in much the same way that 
mote powerful potentatés in Eufope often 
get it from their subjects, He has protn- 
ised, and doubtless soon will give, them a 
train service very a elably better than 
that which has so inadequately served their 
néeds for afd the re- 
joicing over demanded fa- 
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: of attention, 
however, the commuters are wise, at least 
as regards their own happiness of mind, and 
if to remote observers they are also just 
& little bit absurd, that is a matter of no 
great consequence. And it is a fact that 
though President MELLEN was the reverse of 
tactful in the means he recently adopted to re- 
duce expenses, he has been extremely adroit 
in saving the dangerous situation which he 
created, or allowed an injudicious subor- 
dinate to create, when the transportation 
facilities of half a dozen rapidly growing 
towns were ruthlessly cut down to such a 
degree that the entire region screamed with 
rage and no small fraction of its popula- 
tion found suburban life difficult or prac- 
tically impossible. The antagonism to the 
road thus excited threatened to be much 
more expensive than was the running of 
a few trains in which there were occasion- 
ally seats with only a single occupant. 
The necessity for revoking the new order 
Was soon obvious, bit the Presideht has 
Succéedéd in making a good-sized virtue 
of the necessity, and by his amusing 
“consultation’’ with representatives of 
the revolted towns he has escaped with fiy- 
‘ing colors from the trap which, built to 
catch dollars, catight himself. The repre- 
Sentativés made speeches many and sug- 
gestions innumerable, and then thé Presi- 
dent suavely compromised all the incompa- 
tible demands and plans into the amended 
Schedule upon which he had previously de- 
termined. He convinced his visitors that 
they wanted exactly that—and everybody 
was happy. The episode is in many respects 
admirable and full of humor for thos@ who 
are looking for that quality. The towns 
will now be for some time content with a 
schedule at Which they wotld growl fierce- 
ly if they had not been through the Sum- 
mef with one much worse, and when the 
time comes to appease them again the thing 
can be done With concessions that would 
already have been made and forgotten if 
there had been no deterioration in the 
service. 


——It Is very pertinently suggested to us 
tha: we might have defended the word 
“ subway" from the attack of the critic 
who called it an obnoxious compound of 
two languages, and that the defense might 
Safely have taken the form of an assertion 
that While “way ” is undoubtedly Teutonic, 
it is also Latin, being a close relative of 
“via.” There is something in this, and 
the relationship is unquestionable, and if 
we felt that “subway” was In real need 
of protection we would not hesitate to use 
the argument proposed. We do not feel 
so, however, and therefore prefer to justify 
the purist’s criticism by admitting that 
while “ way” and “ via’ have a common 
Sanskrit ancestor, they are not interchange- 
able in such a manner that etymological 
canons permit ‘“‘way” to go with Latin 
prefixes or “via” with Saxon ones. 
“Way” is not Latin in the same sense 
that “yia” is, and therefore for sensitive 
ears its marriage with ‘“‘sub” is a verbal 
miscegernation. It is also suggested that 
there is another method of saving ‘' sub- 
way '’—that of declaring that ‘‘sub”’ is so 
thoroughly Anglicized that it can go with 
any of our Saxon words. It is and can, 
but the two do not fit together so well that 
the purist cannot see an ugly joint, and he 
never would confess that words so built 
were any better than they ought to be, or 
even as good. The only thing to do is to 
tell the purist to go hang and to leave the 
manufacture of words to the only people 
who have ever had the slightest success in 
work of that kind—to the people who know 
nothing about rules, but who have an ex- 
tremely keen sense of linguistic needs and 
an extremely accurate ear for linguistic 
harmony. A group of learned Frenchmen 
once tried their hands at making words 
as they thought they ought to be made, and 
they produced a lot of them that managed 
to get into the French dictionary, where 
they stand to-day—the admiration of other 
experts? Not a bit of it. Those words are 
objects of enlightened derision everywhere, 
while nobody can pick a single fault with 
the French words with the same meanings 
which, like Topsy, ‘‘ jest growed.’’ 


—After reading over the speech delivered 
by the President of the Automobile Club of 
America to the young men who have en- 
tered the new school for virtuous chauf- 
feurs, one cannot restrain the expression of 
a deep regret that Mr. Scarritt is not 
going to devote the next few years to re- 
peating the same advice and exhoration 
to the members of his own club first, and 
then to unattached automobile owners of 
every degree. They—they are the folks 
who need his admirable lessons on the 
tights and wrongs of the highway, on the 
ineffable beauty of courtesy, and on the 
quiet grandeur of common decency. Mr. 
Sc¢RRITT’S words were, in effect, a plea 
that the chauffeurs should refrain from 
doing the wicked deeds with which the an- 
grily agile public has charged them, and 
were, therefore, again in effect, a full 
confession that such hostility to automo- 
biles as: exists is as well founded as the 
acts which caused it are stupid and unnec- 
essary. The lecture was admirable in every 
way, but it ought to have a larger audi- 
ence. Addréssing it to those who are to be 
the hired men of the really responsible au- 
tomobilists was to begin reform at the 
wrong end.

Among the many and excellent reasons 
Which you give in this morning’s Trmzs for 
the election of Mr. Roosevelt, it seems to 
me that one very important reason has been 
overlooked. 

I have read TH® Timms every morning for 
many years, always with interest and 
pleasure and profit. On the morning of the | 
0th of last July, under the heading “ Insane | 
and Unsafe,” you presented an editorial 
criticising the St. Louis Convention, which 
then seemed to me one of the ablest edi- 
totials you had printed for many a day, and 
which stil] seems to me to be rémarkable 
in its strehgth and logic and prevision.

TREES IN CITY STREETS. 


Gratifying Progress of the Work—Pub 
lic Sentiment Growing. 


T6 thé Rditor of The New York Times: 

The growth of public sentiment in favor 
of trees in our city streets is shown in the 
increasing number that are evident in many 
of the up-town streets. As the advantageés 
become more apparent each season, and 
residents find that no greater improvement 
can be made in adding to the home-like ar- 
pearance of the neighborhood in which they 
live, and that their properties become morta 
valuable in consequence of trees, it is only 
natural that increasing numbers are set out 
each year, and it is to be hoped that this 
will extend until all the residential streets 
are well lined with trees. 

It is gratifying in this connection to note 
the action of a few public-spirited citizens 
who have had forty trees planted in Sev- 
entieth and Seventy-first Streets and Madi- 
son Averive, around the Lenox Library and 
the Presbyterian Hospital, Other residents 
of the neighborhood expect to supplement 
this good work by extending the area, and 
planting many additional trees in that vicin+ 
ity. These trees will be a source of joy t¢ 
the patients and an advantage to the whole 
neighborhood. 

In proportion to its cost there is realif, 
no way in which one can benefit the city 
(both in adding to its health and beauty) 
more than by planting trees, and in New 
York there are always individuals who hav¢ 
both the desire and ability to do good wher 
their attention is drawn to the great results 
that can be accomplished at a moderate exs 
penditure of money. 

It is to be hoped that a number of 
sons of means will follow the example 
that have been set, and will plant trees f 
the localities where they have interests. 
They need not be deterred by the fear that 
trees will not flourish, nor by the cost, 
which does not exceed $20 for each tree, 
properly planted. Nearly all of those set 
out by the Tenement District Committee of 
our association are flourishing, although 
they are generally In districts that would 
be considered unfavorable to their growth; 
They can be planted now and until the 
ground is frozen hard.

CHARLES SCHUMACHER DEAD. 


Head of Big Brokerage Firm Here, He 
Remained a Swiss Citizen. 


Charles Schumacher, one of the best- 
known foreign exchange brokers in this 
country, died at his home, 19 East Eighty- 
first Street, this city, yesterday morning. 
Mr. Schumacher was seventy-one years of 
age. He came to the United States from 

| Switzerland fifty years ago and settled in 


New Orleans, where he was engaged for 4 
few years in the cotton. business. Mr. 


where he remained for several years as one 
of the diplomatic agents of the Swiss Gov- 
ernment, during which time he negotiated 
several commercial ireaties between that 
country and other nations. 

When he returned to the United States 
Mr. Schumacher again settled in New Or- 
leans, but during the civil war he came to 
New York and tounded the firm of which 
he was the head at the time of his death. 
Although for nearly half a century Mr. 
Schumacher lived in the lnited States, he 
never rerounced his &wuiss citizenship, and 
bis devotion to that country was often 
ecmmented upon by his friends. One of 
his brothers was the Commander in Chief 


of the Swiss Army. 

Mr. Schumacher was the pioneer in New 
York In selling foreign exchange bilis.

CRISPI’S FORSAKEN WIFE DEAD. 


Statesman Repudiated Marriage When 
He Found It Had Been IHegal. 


ROME. Nov 10.—Rosalie Montmasson ts 
dead. She was the repudiated wife of the 
late Premier Crispi, with whom he spent 
his most stirring days. She participated in 
his exile and also in the War of Independ- 
| ence, being the only woman member of the 
| famous Expedition of One Thousand which 
; conquered the two Sicilies. 

Rosalie Montmasson was decorated by 
} Garibaldi on the battlefield. 


Crispi’s treatment of Rosalie Montmasson 
| at one time threatened to wreck the Italian 
statesman'’s career, The woman had suc- 
cored him in the days of his revolutionary 
activity and had at one time héen almost 
his only friend. He married her in Malta 
when he was a refugee there. He lived with 
| her for twenty years and then separated 

from her. afte» -rranging to pay her a cer- 
tain sum annually 

It was found that the marriage ceremony 
at Malta had not been in legal form, and, 
taking advantage of this, Crispi, in 1878, 
married Lina Barbagallo, a widow of Syra- 
cuse. A Neapolitan whom he had dismissed 
from a post in the Ministry of the Interior 
accused Crispi of bigamy, and he was 
brought to trial at Naples. Although ac- 
quitted on the criminal charge, his moral 
reputation suffered to such a degree that 
his political prestige and influence seemed 
shattered forever. 

He resigned his office as Minister of the 
Interior, but in a short time he regained 
his power in the Chamber of Deputies. In 
a few years he again became a Minister, 
and, later on, Premier. Crispi died in Au- 
gust, 1901. 


MRS. WILL CARLETON DEAD. 


Wife of the Poet Dies at Their Brooklyn 
Home. 


Mrs. Will Carleton, wife of the poet, died 
at her home, 420 Greene Avenue, Brooklyn, 
Wednesday evening. Her death was caused 
by apoplexy. 

Mrs. Carleton was born tn Halifax, Vt., 
in 1847. She was educated in Massachu- 
setts, and for several years was a mission- 
ary to Burmah. In 1882 she was married 
to Will Carleton, and soon after her mar- 
riage came to Brooklyn to live. She was 


the founder of the Farther Lights Society, 
a missionary organization made up of 
young women of the Baptist Church. and 
was President of the Brooklyn Sabbath 
Alliance and one of the Board of Managers 
of the Brooklyn Home for Consumptives.

MME, GADSKI IN 
A SONG RECITAL 


A Large Audience Hears Her in 
Carnegie Hall. 


|HER FINE ART AS A SINGER 


A Long and Varied Programme Enthu- 
siastically Applauded — Wagner 
Dramatic Selections Misplaced. 


It is a loss to the opera and to the opera- 
going public of New York that Mme. Gad- 
ski is not this season a member of Mr. 
Conried’s company. New York may claim 
to have a special interest in her and her 
progress as an artist, for here most of it 
has been achieved, and here she has risen 
to the higher regions of her art. The es- 
teem in which her singing is held was 
shown by the large audience that gathered 
ir Carnegie Hall to hear her song recital 
yvesterddy afternoon and by the evidences 
of pleasure it gave. She was enthusiastic- 
ally applauded and overwhelmed with flow- 
ers. The Lied is not the field in which Mme. 
Gadski is most at home, yet the qualities 
that have contributed to her success as a 
dramatic sing2r are also potent in giving 
artistic value to her singing of songs. She 
is, first of all, a singer in the real sense of 
the word; an uncommonly beautiful) voice, 


' in which the evidences of full control] and 
| ekillful use are rarely lacking, 


is at her 
disposition. She has the dramatic instinct, 
guided by intelligence and artistic under- 
standing. and she has sincere sentiment 
and a serious view of the artist’s task. 
With much that is beautiful in her sing- 
ing she has not always a perception of the 
finer differences of values, the subtler ele- 
ments of characteristic expression, that go 
to the proper singing of songs. Her per- 
formance yesterday suffered, too, from a 
certain monotony, resulting from the com- 
paratively slight range of color and emo- 
tional expressiveness with which her voice 
Was infused. It was none the less a per- 
formance full of many beauties. 

It cannot be denied that there were feat- 
ures in it that must have caused the 
judiciéus to grieve; but so far as her songs 
themselves went, and in general her inter- 
pretation of them, there was much to give 
pleasure. She began her programme with 
the recitative and air ‘‘ Dove Sono,’’ from 


“The Marriage of Figaro,’’ which she sang 
with breadth and repose. Her songs were 
skillfully chosen. Beethoven's “Ich liebe 
Dich,” that seldom emerges upon Lieder 
singers’ programmes, she gave with sim- 
plicity and directness. Her conception of 
Schumann's “ re " was some- 
what conservative, but there was dramatic 
intensity and a feeling for the contrast that 
is the essence of the song.

Gadski’s desire 
to give a hearing to the songs of Americans 
does her sympathies the utmost credit; but 
there are American songs much more 
worthy of her singing than those she pro- 
duced yesterday; there are fine and beauti- 
ful American songs, with at least some 
spark in them of that divine fire that 
burned through so many of the songs stand- 
ing on her programme; songs that Mme. 
Gadski could dignify and beautify with 
her art. 

The third part of the programme was 
given up to the final scehe, involving 
Briinnhiide’s great proclamation, from 
‘“‘ Gétterdidmmerung.” Mme. Gadski’s de- 
sire to sing it in New York could be easily 
fathomed by those who remember the dis- 
appointment of her illness and enforced 
withdrawal from the final “ Gétterdim- 
merung"’ performances at the opera last 
Spring. But her best friends must be the 
first to tell her that yesterday's concert, 
on the bare platform of Carnegie Hall, 
with only the impotent accompaniment of 
a pianoforte, did not afford the right place 
nor the right manner to vindicate her 
prowess as the Briinnhilde of “ Giétterdim- 
merung.” Nothing was lacking to the in- 
eptitude of this proceeding but for her 
to come forth again, as she did, and emit 
the ‘ ho-jo-to-ho"™ cry of Brunnhilde in 
the second act of “Die Walkiire.”’ These 
absurdities diu not, fortunately, efface the 
delightful memories that the singer had 
left firmly impressed upon her hearers in 
the preceding hour. Mr. Selmar Meyrowitz 
played the accompaniment with unusual 
taste and finish, but at times with too 
much of the excellent quality of discretion, 
for the pianoforte accompaniments of songs 
are meant to be heard and to take their 
place as an integral part of the music.

THE WEATHER 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.—The rapid eastward 
advance of the enormous wave of high pressure 
now overspreading the West and Northwest may 
be said to mark the transition period between 
the Summer and Winter types of the weather of 
the United States. Over the eastern half of the 
country the almost constant sunshine of the 
Autumn season will give way to the more active 
and pronounced atmospheric conditions of Win- 
ter, whose effects will nowhere be more marked 
than along the great northern trans-Atlantic 
steamer tracks, where the mild easterly and 
southerly winds of the Summer and Autumn 
will be followed by the severe northerly gales 
and snows of Winter. There have been general 
rains in the Middle Atlantic States.

At a meeting of the Board of Trustees of the 
New York Public Library, (Astor, Lenox, and 
Tilden Foundations,) held on Nov. 9, 1904, the 
following minute was unanimously adopted: 

The Trustees of the New York Public Library 
have learned with deep regret of the death of 
Samuel P. Avery. Mr. Avery had been for many 
years a Trustee of the Lenox Library, and be- 
came an original Trustee of the Public Library 
upon the consolidation in 1895, remaining such 
unti: his death. 

He was at all times a most zealous and useful 
member of the board, who rendered conspicuous 
service from time to time during the negotiations 
for consolidation, and afterward upon the Ex- 
ecutive Committee and the Art Committee. 

He Was possessed of a truly liberal and public 
spirit. Prior to the consolidation he had estab- 
lished an architectural library at Columbia Uni- 
versity,. and in the same spirit was not only 
liberal in gifts of books to the Public Library.

Best Backed Horses Were Defeat- 
ve @d-in All the Other Races. 


“HANDICAP FOR OCEAN TIDE 


The Events, Although Run on a Muddy 
Track, Produced Close and Well 
Contested Finishes. 


fronical fate permitted one solitary fa- 
vorite, to slip past the judges first at the 
“Aqueduct track yesterday, but for that 
small favor the betting patrons of the 
course were not in the least grateful. The 
successful favorite was Orthodox, at 5 to 
2 on, in a three-horse contest, and 
the very fact of the short price 
laid against the winner, caused the majority 
of those who bet on the race to try to pick 
a horse to beat Orthodox, and so led to 
further loss by the bettors who have done 
nothing but lose at the meeting. In all the 
other events the best backed horses failed, 
though in the entire course of the afternoon 
no outsider got to the winning post first. 

The stake feature of the day was the 
race for the Nassau Handicap, at seven 
furlongs, for three-year-olds. Although 
eight horses were named to run the damp 
track was responsible for so many scratches 
that only Orthodox, Mineola, and War 
Whoop answered the call to the post. Of 
the trio War Whoop was the outsider, but 
carried a lot of money simply because of 
his light weight and the Aqueduct successes 
of the apprentice jockey Schilling, who rode 
him. Moneola led at the start, but was out- 
run in the first half dozen jumps by both 
of the others. Orthodox took command at 
the first eighth pole, and from there on to 
the end led. On the turn into the stretch 
both Orthodox and Mineola, which then 
was racing with him, went wide to get 
to the hard track on the outside, while War 
Whoop saved a lot of ground by hanging 
to the rail, and so in a few jumps was up 
with the leaders, while a whoop of delight 
went up from his hopeful backers. War 
Whoop hit the deep going on the rail in the 
next second, however, and began to fade 
away, while Orthodox went on in front and 
won fn a big gallop two lengths away from 
Mineola, which beat War Whoop by a sim- 
ilar margin. 

In the second race, what was said to be 
the best “good thing” of the meeting 
was St. Roma,:racing in the colors of W. C. 
Daly, and backed to the place of favorite 
within a few moments after ,the betting 
opened.- St. Roma ran an excellent race 
after being all but left at the post, but 
she was not good enough to overcome the 
handicap of the start and finished just 
out of the money, while Funny Side, which 
broke first and made all the running, won 
easily. 

Close finishes resulted in most of the 
races. Coy Maid won her fifth straight 
victory ih the opening race, ridden out a 
head’ before Fly Back, though the judges 
gave the place to Fly Back’s stable mate, 
Niblick, which ran in the same race in the 
Thomas Stable colors. Ocean Tide had a 
hard finish with Ascension in the fourth 
race, Ocean Tide getting up in the last few 
jumps to win by a head from Ascension, 
which; with the top weight, made most oi 
the running. South Trimble cleverly took 
the fifth race from Akela, which was the 
pacemaker, and Kygn, in the last event, won, 
ridden out, from Light Note, which just 
failed to get up in a whipping finish.

on Redlight to backers of that horse. It is not 
likely, however, that Flyback’s backers will be 
reimbursed.

IN FACTORY FIRE PANIC: 


Truck Upsets Boiling Tar Tank in 
Front of the Building. ; 


STAMPEDE ON NARROW STAIRS 


Smoke Pouring Into Windows on Five 
Floors Causes Employes to For- 
—~ get Fire Drill. 


A dozen women at work in the large fac- 
tery of the American Cigar Company, at 
447 East Fifty-second Street, were injured 
yesterday during a five-minute panic, 
caused by a fear of fire which started a 
stampede of all the employes from the 
building. 

It was found two days ago that the roof 
of the factory building was leaky and must 
have a new coat of tar. The men appeared 
yesterday morning, bringing a large square 
teuk which they set up in the street in front 
of the factory and very close to the side- 
walk. They built a fire under it and 
dumped five barrels of tar into it. 
~ The fire was burning and the tar boiling 
Shortly after 11 o'clock yesterday fore- 
noon, when a truck from the Ehrich Cigar 
Box Company drew up in front Of the fac- 
tory with a load of empty boxes. ‘dn back- 
ing up to the curb the truck bumped into 
the tar tank and upset it. The boiling 
fluid was scattered all over the sidewalk 
and street, and the moment it came in con- 
tact with the fire a pillar of flame shot 
upward as high as the sécond story win- 
Gows of the factory, accompanied by 
enough dense smoke to blacken practically 
the entire front of. the building. 

The factory is five stories high and runs. 
through to Fifty-third Street. The flames 
were perceptible only on the first and sec- 
ond floors, but the smoke poured in 
through the open windows in all parts of 
the building clear to the top. Between six 
and seven hundred women and about one 
hundred men, most of them Poles and Bo- 
hemians, were at work on the various 
floors. The next moment a stampede tow- 
ard the rear of the building began. 

The rear fire escapes were thronged in an 
instant with men and women = rushing 
blindly from every floor of the building. 
The front ones could not be utilized on ac- 
count of the smoke. In the meantime 
those that did not succeed ‘n making their 
way out of the building by this avenue 
rushed headlong for the exits leading to 
the. stairs. a 

A score of women jumped from the sec- 
ond story windows to a one-story exten- 
sicn in the rear. Some of them landed on 
their feet and escaped unhurt. Others fell 
in a heap and were injured. Superintend- 
ent Grossman, who was on the third floor 
when the panic started, made ‘heroic efforts 
to prevail upon the frantic workers to go 
out in an orderly manner. 

A terrible jam followed the stampede on 
the narrow stairs. Office Manager Gott- 
getreu was on the first floor. He rushed 
to the landing and a few steps up, and 
tried to aheck the human tide setting down- 
ward. Inthe van of the fleeing factory 
girls was a Polish woman who weighs 
220 pounds. She grabbed Mr. Gottgetreu, 
imploring him in Polish to save her. She 
bore him to the floor, blocking the stair- 
way. The crowd behind, which continued 
its downward rush, broke over this obstruc- 
tion and tumbled down to the ground floor. 


) It was here most of the victims received 
their injuries, 

In the halls afterward were found a 
dozen fainting women who had been 
crushed and trampled upon in the frantic 
rush. Dr. Greenstein. ‘of 341 East Fifty- 
second Street, who reached the scene ahead 
of an ambulance from Flower Hospital. 
administered restoratives. Dr. McDuffey 
from the hospital dressed the injuries, 
which consist mostly of contusions and 
bruises and sprains. 

Sarah Treibitz of 49 East Third Street. 
a forewoman, sprained her ankle in jump- 
ing from a second-story window, and was 
taken to her home in a cab. Josie Yeusch 
of 57 Morris Street, Jersey City, who alse 
jumped out through the window, went back 
to work after_the scare was over, An hour 
later when she tried to. get up from her 
chair she found that she was unable to 
Sal She was sent to the Fiqwer Hos- 

al. 

There was a similar panic in the factory 
above a year ago after which a fire drii) 
System was inaugurated which, however. 
did not stand the test of yesterday’s panic. 


SMOKE IMPERILS A SCORE. 


Women ahd Children Overcome Trying 
to Escape Bronx Tenement Flames. 


Smoke and gas prostrated more than a 
score of women and children, when a fire 
Started for some unknown cause in the 
basement of the big tenement house at. 991 
to $95 Boston Road, at the corner of Third 
Avenue‘at 8 o'clock yesterday morning. The 
building, five and six stories high, shelters 
forty-five families, and is close to the Mor- 
risania Police Station, where the platoons 
were being changed, as the fire Was dis- 
covered, enabliag a big force to hurry to 
the rescue of the tenants. 

Policemen Grady, Balke, und Mailander 
and Bicycle Policeman Frazer were among 
the first to enter the long, dark, smoke- 
filled hallways. On the ground floor they 
stumbled over two women and five little 
children who had fatlen almost as they 
reached the door. Most of them had lost 
conscicusness. Mailarder and Frazer 
vaired the top floor, and us they were car- 


rying unccnescious rersons down Mailander 
with a two-year-old boy in his arms found 
progress impossible down the stairs, and 
fcrcing an apartment climbed down the fire 
escape with the child. , 

All quickly revived in the .open air, 
though several were treated by’Dr. Quirk 
of 1001 Boston Road. Two alarms were 
sent in, and the damage was limited to 
about $1,000, ™ 

The meter was Ltroken early in the fire, 
and a great quantity of gas escaped, but 
the supply was turned off fore it hai 
formed an explosive m/xture with the air in 
the building.

THREE BURNED 10 DEATH

IN UP-TOWN NIGHT FIRE: 


Flames in Apartment 
“ Mushroomed ” on Top Floor. 


THREE JUMP INTO LIFE NET 


Fire Escapes Jammed with Eight Fam- 
iliés in Night Clothing—Carried 
Down Ladders. 


In a fierce fire early yesterday morning 
in the five-story apartment at 140 East 
Ninety-seventh Street, at the southwest 
corher of Lexington Avenue, two girls and 
an old man were burned to death. Half 
a /dozen others were overcome by smoke 
on the crowded fire-escapes, and were 
rescued and taken to the street in their 
night clothes by the firemen only after the 
greatest difficulty. 

The girls were Blanche and Lillian 
Euhlan,. fifteen .and eighteen years old, 
and the old man was Frederick Webber, 
their grandfather, who was a hopeless par- 
alytic. The father of the girls is Henry 
Euhlan, a widower, and a buyer for R. H. 
Macy . Co., and he lived on the top floor 
with Mr. and Mrs. Webber, his one son 
and three daughters. Euhlan carried out 
old Mrs. Webber and his son Fred man- 
aged to get the eldest daughter, Annie, 
safely down the fire-escape. 

Though long a paralytic, Webber, ter- 
rifiegd by the flamés, got out of his bed 
and made his way to the hallway, where 
his charred body was found later. The 
bodies of the two girls were found at the 
door of their room, burned almost beyond 
recognition, but an ambulance surgeon said 
that in his opinion all three had died from 
suffocation. 

On account of the mysterious origin of 
the fire, and because two explosions were 
heard, Fire Marshal Seery instituted an 
investigation. There were rumors about 
to the effect that the blaze was incendiary, 
but after many witnesses had been exam- 
ined’ by the Fire Marshal, and also by 
Capt. Herlihy’s men from the East One 
Hund@red and Fourth Street Station, it was 
agreed generally that the fire was accident- 
],-and was due to the proximity of the 
furnace and light woodwork in the base- 
The investigation, however, will be 


continued to-day. 

A milkman, who came to the house 
shortly before 5 o’clock, saw smoke com- 
ing from the basement doorway, and in 
order to arouse the tenants he rang all 
the bells in the hallway. About the same 
time Policeman Gilbert, who was stand- 
ing two blocks away down Lexington 
Avenue, also saw the smoke and he turned 


in an alarm. 
A minute later the flames had reached 


the dumbwaiter shaft through which they 


shot up to the top floor. There the flames 
* mushroomed” and quickly enveloped the 
floor. 

The firemen were driven back by smoke 
from the entrance, and the eight families 
who lived on the four upper floors swarmed 
out to the fire-escapes, all in their night 
clothes. The escapes; which are all on the 
Ninety-seventh Street side of the building, 
have no openi in the balconies, so the 
panic-stricken enants were obliged to 
= over the railings to reach the lad- 

ers. P 

The result was.a'jam in which aN pushed 
and .fought frantically in their frenzy, 
and several narrowly escaped falling over 
into the‘ street. ‘Battalion Chief Duffy 
said that in his twenty-five years’ ex- 
perience in going to fires he never 
saw fire-escapes so congested. 

Capt. Charles Smith of Fire Patrol 5, with 
two of his men, Henry Lewis and Edward 
Knapp, managed to clear the crowded 
fire-escapes, and thereby probably saved 
many lives. They ran their extension lad- 
ders up to the first platform and spread 
a net under it. Only two girls had the 
courage to poe into the net, and both 
these landed safely from the third floor. 
One man jumped from the fourth floor 
and landed in the net on his shoulder and 
wasn’t even jarred. The rest of those on 
the fire-escapes were taken down the lad- 


ders, 
On the top floor with the Euhlans lived 
family, Thomas Coa, his wife 


a Spanish 
aed bis mother-in-law, Mrs. Paula Lug. 


All three reached the fire-escape, but when 
Mrs. Luz got outside she thought of some 
jewelry that she had left behind, and un- 
noticed by the others she went back, but 
before she reached the fire-escape again she 
fell unconscious just inside.a window. 

When Capt. Stone of Engine 22 went with 
his men to the to 
missing Euhlan girls he stumbled over Mrs, 
Luz’s unconscious form. <A surgeon from 
the Harlem Hospital revived her. On the 
second floor lived Mrs. Mathilda Dregs, 
a daughter of the late “Silver Dollar 
Smith, with her two boys. They could 
not reach a fire-escape. and the flames were 
coming in the door of their room, when 
Lieut. Tiernan and Laddermen Barclay 
and O’Brien reached the three and carried 
them down to safety.
